Since graduating from Mansfield in 1979, Fran 
Hendricks has travelled the world as an Air Force 
officer, reaching the rank of Brigadier 
General, but his heart always 
stayed at "Mansfield, 
high upon the 
eastern hill. 




Hendricks returns to lead his beloved 
alma mater, having been selected as president by 
the Board of Governors of the Pennsylvania State System of 
Higher Education (PASSHE) on October 25. He began his 
new post on January 1 . 

"Truth be known, I only applied to one college when I 
graduated from Jersey Shore High School," Hendricks said. 
"That was Mansfield State College. From Mansfield I only 
pursued one career opportunity, a commission in the United 
States Air Force. I have served in uniform for 33 years, 
been all over the world and have had the pleasure to work 
alongside the most patriotic and selfless Americans I have 
ever met. With the inspiration of an anonymous nomination, 
I again only sought one opportunity as I prepare to leave the 
Air Force—the position of President, Mansfield University" 
"General Hendricks encompasses everything we were 
seeking in our next president," Ralph Meyer, chair of the 
MU Council of Trustees, said. "He presents an outstanding 
background, with a wide variety of leadership positions 
serving our country in the United States Air Force. He has

the background, energy, leadership experience and presence 
that Mansfield University needs at this point in time. We are 
proud that General Hendricks is a 1 979 graduate of Mansfield 
University, and will be the only State System graduate leading 
one of the 14 PASSHE Universities. He will bring a wealth of 
unique experience, not only to Mansfield University, but also 
to the State System itself." 

During his Air Force career, Hendricks served for five 
years as commander and deputy commander of the Army and 
Air Force Exchange Service based in Dallas, TX, which put 
him in charge of the 42nd largest retailer in the U.S., with 
$10 billion in annual revenue. He has extensive experience 
in organizational leadership, strategic planning, resource 
management and policy development. 

He also served as deputy to the support group 
commander at Randolph Air Force Base in Texas. While in 
that role he chaired the Quality of Life Improvement Council 
and oversaw a partnership involving local colleges that helped

Members of the Mansfield University Bands, 140 
strong, under the direction of Adam F. Brennan and 
Nathan Rinnert, spent eight days in Paris and London, 
while the Summer Olympic were going on. 

Performing in several configurations-Brass Band, 
Wind Ensemble, Dixie-land Band and Marching Band, the 
Mansfield contingent entertained crowds from all over the 
world in a variety of venues including Exhibition Road, 
Hyde Park, Victoria Park and Olympic Park. 

The Band also paid tribute to the Americans who 
remain forever on guard at the US Cambridge Military 
Cemetery in England. Roughly 3800 servicemen are 
interred at this site, and approximately 5000 names of 
those who were never recovered are memorialized on 
a wall of names. Brennan reminded the band members 
that the number of markers is not much bigger than 
Mansfield University and that the young men buried here 
at Cambridge are their age. The perspective was not lost 
on the students. 

One impromptu performance at the Team USA 
House, captured on video by Bryant Rayer, was picked up 
on the ESPN website and was uploaded to Youtube at the 
Team USA site.

Team USA House was a place where athletes, families 
and certain VIPs would gather during the games. 

The experience was not just musical. The MU group 
got to visit historic sites such as the Tower of London, 
London Bridge, the Champs Elysees, Notre Dame

Cathedral, Buckingham Palace, House of Parliament, Big 
Ben, Westminster Abbey, and the Eiffel Tower. 

"I suspect that, like the many Olympic athletes 
competing in the games, our student members brought 
back something more important than medals," Brennan 
said. "They brought back an appreciation of other 
cultures,- a deeper understanding of world history and 
their own country's history,- an excitement of having 
accomplished something truly great,- a deeper passion for 
what they contribute to the world,- a desire to explore 
more deeply,- a broader view and perspective as they 
interact with others,- a sense of pride in and respect for 
each other. So much more, but words cannot express the 
value of this trip and experience. Let us just say that we 
spent eight days living our Creed: Character, Scholarship, 
Culture and Service."

New Residence Hall Construction Underway 



With the turn of several shovels 
of dirt, the next phase of new 
student housing construction at Mansfield 
University officially got underway on 
August 22. 

Representatives of the Mansfield 
Auxiliary Corporation (MAC) and 
Mansfield University gathered with 
students and staff, representatives of 
government, lending institutions and many 
others for a groundbreaking ceremony on 
the future site of Spruce Hall. 

Spruce will be built on the area 
formerly occupied by Cedarcrest Manor 
Sycamore Hall will be built on the land 
where Hemlock Manor stood. Hemlock 
and Cedarcrest were demolished to make 
way for the project. 

'The Mansfield Auxiliary Corporation 
is excited to have reassembled the 
development team, along with new 
contractor Wohlsen Construction, for 
Phase Two of the Mansfield University 
student housing replacement plan," MAC 
President David Cummings said. "MACs 
purpose is to assist MU in providing 
modern, state of the art suite style housing 
for the benefit of their students. These 
two new buildings will complete the new 
housing quad which will enhance student 
life at Mansfield University. 

We feel students will have a living 
experience unmatched by any others in 
the State System." 

MAC is a 501 (c)3 limited liability 
corporation comprised of Mansfield area 
business leaders and ex- officio members of 
the MU administration that is financing 
the $53.6 million project. The first of a 



three phase project to replace all residence 
halls on campus, Oak Hall and Hickory 
Hall, opened in January 2012. MAC 
contracts with the University to oversee the 
daily operation of the new residence halls. 

Interim MU President Allan Golden 
recounted how Phase Two was in jeopardy 
of not being completed --at least in the 
foreseeable future- because of a lack of 
state funding due to the economy. Golden 
thanked the MAC for stepping up, taking 
on the same role they had in Phase One, 
and keeping the project on track. 

"We've been able to do, with everybody's 
help in the last six months, what would 
ordinarily have been unheard of," Golden 
said. "And rather than opening in the fall of 
2014 (the original projection), we're going to 
be able to open in the fall of 2013 because 
it's important to build on the momentum 
that Phase One has created." 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) Rural Development 
provided a $20.5 million Community 
Facilities direct loan and a $14.8 million 
Community Facilities guaranteed loan 
through First Commonwealth Bank toward 
the project. 

Acting Deputy under Secretary Judith 
Canales, on hand for the groundbreaking, 
said both Mansfield University and the 
community should be proud of the 
collaborative effort that has 
produced these new buildings. 

"It is through this community 
effort that you all came together as 
leaders and believers in advancing 
Mansfield," she said. 

In addition to USDA and First 



Commonwealth Bank, Citizens & Northern 
Bank, First Citizens Community Bank, Jersey 
Shore State Bank, S&T Bank and Tioga County 
Industrial Development Agency are providing 
financial backing for the project. 

Sycamore Hall is scheduled to be completed 
in time for the fall 2013 semester, with Spruce 
slated to be completed later in the fall. When 
finished, the two new residence halls will be 
home to 684 students and feature more private 
rooms than Oak and Hickory Halls, which 
house 600 students. 

Education Realty Trust (EdR) is the 
developer of Phase Two. They are utilizing 
WTW Architects as the lead architectural and 
design firm, along with Wohlsen Construction 
as the general contractor. Raymond James/ 
Morgan Keegan is the placement agent 
and underwriter, and arranged the tax- 
exempt financing with the USDA and First 
Commonwealth Financial Corporation.

develop off-duty education programs. He 
was then chosen among the top 10 percent 
of military leaders to participate in a 
graduate program at the War College. 

In addition, he was support group 
commander of Davis-Monthan Air Force 
Base in Arizona, where he led 1 ,700 
personnel in the planning and execution 
of an annual $69 million budget. He 
initiated an energy savings performance 
effort, which saved the base $2 million, 
and his environmental programs were rated 
the best in the Air Force and wing commander of 
Eglin Air Force Base in Florida. 

Hendricks also served as senior military assistant in the 
Office of the Secretary of the Air Force in the Pentagon,- and 
study director of Sierra Bravo, Defense Advanced Research 
and Projects Agency in Washington, D.C. He has taught the 
Air Force Incident Management (crisis management) course 
since 2002 and has served as senior leader panelist for the 
Air Force Wing Commander (senior executive) course, also 
since 2002, and as senior mentor for the Air Force Group 
Commander course since 2010. 

"General Hendricks has an extraordinary array of 
experiences that caused him to stand out among all of the 
candidates for the Mansfield presidency," said PASSHE 




Chancellor Dr. John C. Cavanaugh. 'As 
an alumnus, he has a deep commitment to 
the university and will, I am certain, be a 
valuable addition to PASSHE's outstanding 
cadre of presidents." 

"General. Hendricks is a proven leader with 
an outstanding record of success throughout a 
distinguished career," said Board of Governors 
Chair Guido M. Pichini. "We are confident he 
will continue to demonstrate that leadership 
and success as president of Mansfield 
University." 

A dual major in political science and 
criminal justice administration at Mansfield, 
Hendricks went on during his Air Force service 
to receive a Master of Science degree in systems 
management from the University of Southern 
California and a Master of Science degree in strategic 
studies from the Air War College. 

Now Hendricks is back in school, in a manner of 
speaking, and back home. 

"I see this as an opportunity for my wife Connie and me 
to continue to serve and help others achieve their destiny 
in this capstone opportunity," he said. "Our success will not 
be measured in pursuing a position at a larger university, but 
rather in the impact we will have on Mansfield's students, 
faculty, administration and community. I am coming home,- I 
welcome this opportunity to pay it forward while also giving 
back to the university that made all of my opportunities in 

life possible, j am H2S...Here to Serve."

From war-torn West Africa to a major metropolitan 
city to Mansfield in a few short years. That is the 
journey Louvini Gray, Victoria Pittman and Jallah Yalleh will have taken when they walk across the 




stage and receive their diplomas in May. 



Every person who graduates from Mansfield has a story to tell 
As compelling as most of them are, it would be hard to find a story 
as full of challenges as that of Louvini Gray and Victoria Pittman. 

When they walk across the stage and receive their diplomas 
in May, it will complete one part of their journey, a very big part. 
A journey that, for both, began in Liberia, a West African nation 
whose recent history involves civil war and unrest. 

Chris Vaughn, now retired Director of Financial Planning 
at MU, worked closely with Admissions and 
maintained several recruitment counties, 
including Bucks County, which is where Truman 
High School is located. By 2002, Chris had 
established a strong relationship with Truman 
guidance counselor, Ann Bodnar. 

"Ann always struck me as someone who was 
keenly aware of the students she worked with," 
Vaughn said. "The relationship between Mansfield and Truman 
High continued to grow and five years ago Ann identified students 
she thought would benefit from all that Mansfield could offer, with 
our size, support services and the fact that at our students do not fall 
through the cracks." 

Both students were born in Liberia and as children moved 
with their families to a refugee camp as a result of the civil war in 
Liberia. Gray recounts her hardships because of her family's lower 
class status. "Leaving my country because of war and exiling to 
Ghana in the refugee camp with my family was very difficult," she 
said. "Living in a community where you had to pay for everything 
in order to survive was frustrating. We had to walk long distances to 
have water to drink, to take showers, wash clothes or do other things 
that many would consider basic conveniences of daily life. For us 
they were big struggles." 

Before leaving Liberia, two of Pittman's uncles were killed in 
the war. She also lost an aunt to disease due to the lack of access to 
medical care. "I didn't just lose my uncles and aunty to the war; I 
also lost my childhood and my education," she said. "During the 
1996 civil war, I saw people getting killed, women getting raped in 
front of their children and husbands, and people dying of hunger." 

Pittman recalls school teachers sending her home because her 
family was unable to pay school fees. "I had to sell doughnuts for 
days or sometimes weeks before paying my school fees," she said. "I 
never had the right uniform or shoes for school. Many days I didn't 
have note books, pencils or a book bag because my parents could 
not afford it. Often I only ate once a day and the amount was very 
little. My family was very poor."

Both Gray and Pittman maintain that the enormity of the 
challenges they experienced as children are what have kept them 
strong and motivated. It brought focus and determination to 
their academic and personal life and has given them a sense of 
responsibility. 

Their decision to major in Social Work was influenced by their 
refugee camp experiences. "People in my country don't know about 
this profession; especially how to help those with different types of 

disabilities and mental illnesses." Gray explains. "I believe

When Pittman first came to the U.S., she also faced the 
challenges of adapting to a new culture, learning English, and 
getting along with the kids in middle school.

Mil Mourns the Passing of Vernon Lapps 




The Mansfield University 
community is mourning the 
passing of Professor Emeritus 
A. Vernon Lapps, who died on 
April 28. 

Lapps was a professor of 
Communication from 1968 to 
2004. Over the years, he served 
as department chair, herald at 
university commencement 
ceremonies and president of the 
University Senate. He was also 
active on numerous academic 
and organizational committees, 
including the Mansfield 
University Foundation Board. 



Lapps obtained his AB 
degree in speech from the 
University of Michigan in 1954, 
his MA degree in speech from 
Wayne State University in 1965, 
and his PhD in interpersonal 
communication from Ohio 
University in 1973.

and because of the way I spoke and acted," she explains. 
These experiences only strengthened her resolve to stay 
in school so that she could fulfill her dream to be the 
first in her family to graduate from college. Despite 
the challenges, she says, "I still made the honor roll 
list every semester because of my hard work ethic, 
dedication, and perseverance to achieve nothing but 
the best in my educational journey." 

With the help of their professor, Kevin Murphy, 
Gray and Pittman are in the process establishing a 
non-profit organization to help children in their home 
country. 

"We decided to establish this organization because 
we were born and raised in poverty in Liberia and 
growing up we didn't have people who were willing 
to help us by doing what we are trying to do, which is 
getting school supplies for the children," says Pittman. 
"There are many children in Liberia today that don't 
have food, clothes, and shelter because they lost parents 
during the war and there is no one to assist them. We 
want them to have the opportunity for an education." 

Gray and Pittman have been collecting school 
supplies and clothes for several years and have packed

After a 121-year absence, the birthplace of night football will be 
back in the night football business with the addition of 
artificial turf and outdoor lighting to Karl Van Norman. The 
announcement was made by Mansfield University Interim President 
Allan Golden on March 2 8. "Starting this May, Mansfield University 
will go back to the future when the university embarks on a major 
renovation to Karl Van Norman Field," said Golden. "The 
renovations will provide a significant impact in our efforts to grow 
the university, while at the same time enhancing our image and 
competitiveness." 

Karl Van Norman Field, which has been a natural grass facility 
since it was dedicated in 1964, will be covered with artificial turf 
manufactured by AstroTurf. It will host all Mansfield's home field 
hockey and sprint football as well as a 
number of women's soccer contests.

The state-of-the-art lighting system will allow Mansfield the 
opportunity to host the first outdoor night athletic contest since the 
university hosted the world's first night football game on Sept. 28, 
1892. Mansfield played Wyoming Seminary on that date with 
temporary lighting provided by what would become 
General Electric Corporation. The game was held as part of 
the Great Mansfield Fair. 

The university and the Mansfield community annually 
celebrate the world's first night football game with the 
Fabulous 1890's Weekend which includes a reenactment of 
the original game played by 1892 rules. 

Golden also announced that the 121-year absence of night 
football will come to an end on Sept. 14, when Mansfield, 
which hosted the world's first night football game, will host 
Princeton University, which participated in the first-ever 
football game in 1869, starting at 7 p.m. on Karl Van 
Norman Field. 

Construction is scheduled to begin following the 
university's commencement ceremony in May and be 
completed in August. 

The Mountaineer field hockey team will play the first game on the 
new turf when the Mountaineers host Shippensburg University at 2 
p.m. on September 14.

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Becoming an 
Education Advocate 



Much has happened to Peter J. Sengenberger in the three years since 
he completed Mansfield University's Master of Education in 
School Library and Information Technologies (SL&IT) program in 2010. In 
fact, his career has come full circle. 

After earning a bachelors degree in public relations from Utica College of 
Syracuse University in May 1998, Sengenberger began his career in an 
upstate New York marketing communications agency. He soon applied these 
skills to the creation of a web development company that developed and 
marketed a private-labeled e-commerce solution, which was used by web 
development firms nationwide. 

After moving to Virginia, he became the public relations coordinator for a 
political sub-division of the Commonwealth of Virginia, which was charged 
with leading Virginias youth anti-smoking programs. This position made 
him more aware of the various challenges facing todays youth, parents, and 
educators, and he became intrigued by the idea of becoming a classroom 
teacher. As a result, he entered the Virginia "Career Switcher" program and 
upon completion of the program, entered the middle school classroom. 

"I will be the first to admit that standing in front of a class of seventh 
graders was just as intimidating as working with boards of trustees and 
elected officials," Sengenberger said. 

Working with middle school students as a writing teacher, Sengenberger 
rediscovered a love of reading and decided to pursue a masters degree that 
would enable him to become a school librarian. After researching various 
options, he chose Mansfield University's Master of Education in School 
Library and Information Technologies program. 

"The Mansfield program is well respected, and the faculty 
were very helpful when I requested information or had any 
questions. A large benefit for me was the fact that the degree 
could be completed 100% online, which enabled me to fit the 
program into my schedule," said Sengenberger. 

Immediately upon graduation, Sengenberger found a 
position as a library media specialist at the middle school where 




he had been teaching. However, this was around the time when 
Sengenberger's career took a 1 80-degree turn back in the other direction, in 
part because of discussions that took place at Mansfield. 

According to Sengenberger, "A common theme in the Mansfield program 
is the idea that librarians must be advocates for libraries and for the 
profession." 

The need for greater advocacy and communications started 
Sengenberger thinking about his career experiences and how he could 
have a different impact on education. Many people had commented on 
his unique background, and the idea soon developed to blend his 
communications and education experiences. After talking with several 
division superintendents and school board members about the idea, 
Sengenberger launched Title20 Consulting, LLC to offer public 
relations and communications services to K-12 educational institutions, 
* associations, and foundations. 

Sengenberger started consulting on a part-time basis during his second 
year as a librarian, but within one year had to go full-time. Since then, he 
has presented on PR and communications topics at local, statewide, and 
national conferences. His work includes crisis communications, issues 
management, media relations, organizational communications, staff training, 
publication development, and more. Sengenberger partnered with the 
Virginia School Boards Association to offer PR and communications services 
through the association to school divisions throughout Virginia. 

"I fulfill the job duties that a school division public information officer or 
communications specialist would complete," said Sengenberger. Many 
school divisions and other educational organizations cannot afford to hire 
full-time PR staff, or their staff members need assistance with ever-increasing 
pressures; this is the niche that Sengenberger is filling. 

Recently, he put his library hat back on and presented two workshops at 
the Virginia Association of School Librarians (VAASL) 2012 Annual 
Conference. One session was on media relations strategies and tactics 
librarians can use to generate awareness of their programs and profession. 
The second session was on proactive family and parent communications. As 
part of the media relations workshop, he developed an eBook on media 
relations techniques, which was distributed to all participants. 

"As we discussed in the Mansfield program, the role of the school library is 
in the midst of great change, and it's imperative that librarians become 
advocates for their profession and the value they bring to schools," 
Sengenberger said. 

Sengenberger and Cindy Keller, department chair for the Mansfield 
SL&IT program, were invited as speakers at the American Association of 
School Librarians 2013 National Conference and Exhibition. They are 
co-presenting a session titled, "Library Advocacy Using Proactive Media 
Relations: Generate Awareness & Support of Your School Library Program!" 

According to Keller, "Peter and I are excited and honored to be presenting 
the Library Advocacy workshop at the 2013 AASL National Conference in 
Hartford, Connecticut. The session will begin with a presentation of 
research and data supporting the importance of advocacy as it relates to 
school library programs. Specific research findings will be highlighted which 
shows that media relations is one of the most effective advocacy strategies 
educators can use to advocate for budget, school librarian positions, and 
school libraries. It is very rewarding as an instructor to be working and 
presenting with a graduate of the SL&IT program." 

While he does miss working with the students, Sengenberger believes that 
education is in the midst of a national PR crisis and feels that he is having a 
larger impact on the future of education in his new role as a 
consultant. 

"A common criticism is the need for more 'transparency 
in education'. To me, this is just another way of saying that 
those of us working in education need to be more effective 
and proactive with our communications efforts," he said, "If 
we don't advocate, communicate, and encourage our 
communities to support our schools, who will?"
